The numher of deaths occuring during the
woek was 114—051 whites and 63 colored —the
rate of mortality por 1,000 per annum being
20,20 for the white, 47.97 for the colored, and
24164 for the total population. There wera
24 deaths from symotic discasces, 29 from eon-
stitutionnl, 30 from looal, 8 from develop-
mentsl, 1 from unkoown class, and 2 from
violenee, The principal causes of death
were consgmption, 23 pnogmonis, 11 broo.
chitls, : searlet fever, ¥ mensles, 10; whoop-
ing cough, 2, and congestion of lungs, 2. Of
the decedents 12 white snd G colored were
over 60 yours of age, 1% white aud 81 colored
woere under 5 yenrs of age, and 6 white and
19 colored wern under 1 year of nge, Mar.
ringes roported, 97 white and £ colored; births
reported, 28 whito males, 22 white females,
15 colored mnles, and 14 colored fepnles; stills
births, £ white and 2 colored. The deaths
from consumption were 24, or 20 per cont, of
the total, This fearful scourge still main-
tains its dreadful supremacy. ‘Tho total
denths from nll pulmonary diseases wero 47,
or over 41 per cent. of the total. In other
words, very nearly one-half of the deaths
resulted from pulmonnry discases,
